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F . POORLY LIGHTED STREETS. 
One of the first things noticed and remarked upon by the 
Several new fam lies which have been moving to town recently is 
the exceedingly poor lighting system on our streets.

It’s a fact, our streets are most miserably lighted, and it is 
just a question if this little saving is not a case of false economy. 
At the present writing there is but one street light on the whole of 
Broadway. A special effort should be put forward to improve pres- 
ent conditions, ark | 

TO MAKE USE OF STRAW. 

Burning ‘straw stacks are a familiar sight to the western 
traveller. At present there is seemingly no other. method of dis- 
posing of this by-product of the grain harvest. 

Investigations as to the possibility of using the straw as a 
raw material in manufacture were undertaken some years ago by 
different interests, but th same conclusion was reached in each 
case. The cost of transporting the straw to a central point was 

‘more than the traffic would bear, the cost of manufacturing pre- 
cluded competition in the open market, and, consequently, the use 
of the western straw under the transportation handicap was noi 
a commercial proposition. This was especially the case in the 
manufacture of ‘strawboard. In 1913, strawboard prices ranged 
from $25 to $26 per ton. There was little demand for this pro- 
duct in the west, and, at the above price, it could not compete in the 
east. One leading eastern paper industry, which, some years ago, 


carefully considered the possibilities of establishing a strawboard | ’ 


mill in the west, recently stated that, under present conditions, 
with strawboard selling at $85 to $90 per ton, such 2 factory could 
be made a profitable industry. 

With the thousands of tons of straw being burned on the 
western prairies every year and with our unlimited supply of nat- 
ural gas for power purposes, it would appear-that Redcliff furnishes 
a goood opportunity for the development of this industry.

THE COUNTRY NEEDS TREES. 

The value of the shelter afforded by trees on a farm is nov 
fully appreciated. ‘ioo frequently the settlersin a wooded dis- 
trict are not satisfied until all the trees are removed, and only when 
the country becomes generally cleared and the soil loosened up by 
cultivation do they realize the ill effects of the wind on their crops, 
live stock and personal comfort. _Many who have made this mis- 
take have later had to resort to planting and to wait several yeurs 
to replace the shelter which nature had provided, 

Belts of trees, judiciously placed, protect the soil from drift- 
ing and drying, afford desirable shade for stock, especially for 


young animals, and make it possible to‘grow many fruit trees ana ; 


ornamental plants which cannot otherwise be grown in the open. 
This is especially true in the 4 prairie provinces, and at no place is 
the need of trees more noticeable than right around here. Now is 
the time for tree planting. ‘A nice lot of trees around a 
farm home and yards will not only add to the comfort of present 
occupants but will also increase the value of the land by making it 
more attractive for prospective buyers. As it is predicted that 
large numbers of farmers from across the line and from the old 
country are looking towards the prairie farms of western Canada 
for Séttlement this coming summer and fall, it would be well for 


those desiring to sell to get their property as attractive looking 
as possible,

THE BELLS OF ST. BONIFAGE 


The pageant which was staged on the Red River last week 
to commemorate the two hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the 
establishment of the Hudson's Bay Company was impressive and 
instructive.. It called to the minds of many of the old timers, in- 
cidents of the days when the country was virtually ‘The Great 
Lone Land”; and when the region that lay west of the Red River 
was practically a terra incognito, It drew attention to the ex- 
traordinary development of ‘the country; its transformation from 
a wilderness to one of the greatest productive regions in North 
America. It also carried the minds of those who witnessed it, 
back to the old ‘picturesque days—to the time of romance, and 
strife, and exploration, and heroic exploits, when private traders 
carried the banners of Britain, and their companies to the fur- 
therest outposts of civilization. 


As the flotilla passed St. Boniface the ‘Turrets Twain’ of 
the cathedral rose above the river bank, a monument to the work 
that has been done by the devoted priests and prelates who 
made their headquarters there. 


It is many years since Whittier wrote his fine poem ‘The 


Red River-Voyaguer,”: but the Bells of St. Boniface still sound. . 


the Angelus at evening.’ 
It is now a little more than one hundred years since Arch- 


_ bishop Provencher established the first Roman Catholic mission 


in Western Canada in a primitive settlement across the Red River 
from Fort Garry, His first buildings were crude, and did not 
resemble the splendid ecclesiastical structure which now raises 
its turrets to the sky. He issued appeals for assistance and it 
was not long until devoted priests were g by dog trains, 
by water ways, or on snow shoes to carry th 
creed to the people in the remote places.

commerce. It is the skin of what 
is known as the fur seal; There 
‘are two varieties of seals; the 
common variety is the Greenland 
or hair seal which is common to 
both the north Atlantic and Paci- 
fic. The skins of these animals 
are hairy and coarse and of very 
little value except for leather. The 
fur sale on the other hand, which 
has a beautiful klack, rich glossy 
coat, is peculiar to the Pacific. Its 
range extends from Cape Horn in 
the south to Behring Sea in the 
north; it breeds in great numbers 
on islands in Behring Sea and 
the Sea of Japan. For a number 
of years sealing was carried on in 
Behring Sea under an _arrange- 
ment with the American, British, 
and Russian governments., Some 
years ago, however, it was found 
out that the herds were being
